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Per Section 620.2020.17 (1) RSMo, the Missouri Works Program is due to sunset August 28, 2019. 
In accordance with the requirements of Section 23.268.1, RSMo, the Department of Economic 
Development (DED) has prepared the following information regarding the criteria to be considered 
by the Joint Committee on Legislative Research: 


1. The efficiency with which the program operates. 


The Missouri Works Program operates on the State’s Fiscal Year with a $116 million tax credit 

cap for the Program. This cap incorporates the remaining Quality Jobs, Enhanced Enterprise 

Zone, Development Tax Credit, and Rebuilding Communities tax credit programs, which were 
discontinued when the Missouri Works program was created. There is no cap on withholdings, 
except for a $6 million cap on retention projects. A list of all projects that are currently active or have 
received benefits to date has been provided with this report (page 5). The most recent cost/benefit 
analysis on the program is attached as well (page 5). 


The program has helped facilitate the creation of 11,943 jobs at an average wage of $62,897 to 
date. The program’s average wage is 135% of the current statewide average wage. Since the 
benefit period runs five to six years, many projects still have a number of years to create jobs and 
receive benefits. The program has helped facilitate the retention of 16,079 jobs within the State at 
an average wage of $89,271 to date, which is 192% of the current statewide average wage. 


From inception to September 30, 2017, companies have retained withholdings and received tax 
credits in the amount of $74,653,713. This totals a cost of approximately $2,664/job, to date. 


2. An identification of the objectives intended for the program and the problem or need 
that the program was intended to address, the extent to which the objectives have been 
achieved, and any activities of the agency in addition to those granted by statute and the 
authority for such activities. 


The objective of the Missouri Works program is to help facilitate the creation or retention of 

private sector jobs that pay as the chart shows below and offers health insurance in order to allow 
companies and workers the opportunity to thrive in Missouri. The program is a tool that incents new 
companies to locate in the State and Missouri companies to expand their existing businesses. The 
benefit to the companies in exchange for creating jobs is the ability to retain the withholdings of the 
net new jobs in the state and/or redeem tax credits. 
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This program replaced the Quality Jobs, Enhanced Enterprise Zone, Development Tax Credit, and 
Rebuilding Communities programs. This consolidation of programs streamlined administration and 
made it easier for users to understand terms and definitions. 


3. An assessment of less restrictive or alternative methods of performing any rule or regulation 
that the agency performs that could adequately protect the public. 


The program is performance-based. No benefits are paid until jobs are created. 


4. The extent to which the jurisdiction of the agency and the programs administered by the 
agency overlap or duplicate those of other agencies and the extent to which the programs 
administered by the agency can be consolidated with the programs of other state agencies. 


The program does not overlap or duplicate programs in other agencies. Missouri Works is the flagship 
program for expanding and recruiting businesses in Missouri. Other programs enhance the efforts of 
this program and together are able to entice companies to do business here. 


5. Whether the agency has recommended to the general assembly statutory changes 
calculated to be of benefit to the public rather than to an occupation, business or institution 
that the agency regulates. 


The Department is recommending that the program be reauthorized. 


6. The promptness and effectiveness with which the agency disposes of complaints 
concerning persons affected by the program. 


The Department promptly addresses concerns, meets with stakeholders, and initiates other appropriate 
measures to resolve complaints. 


7. The extent to which the agency has encouraged participation by the public in making rules 
and decisions as opposed to participation solely by those it regulates and the extent to 
which the public participation has resulted in rules compatible with the objectives of the 
program. 


No rules or regulations have been promulgated for the Missouri Works Program. 
8. The extent to which the agency has complied with applicable requirements of: 


a. An agency of the United States or this state regarding equality of employment 
opportunity and the rights and privacy of individuals; and 


The Department of Economic Development is an Equal Opportunity Employer and 
follows the employment requirements set forth in the Missouri Revised Statutes, the 
Missouri Code of State Regulations and Executive Order 10-24. Additionally, the 
Department enforces its own Harassment and Discrimination Policy, which includes 
opportunities for employees to utilize its harassment and discrimination complaint 
process. To ensure individual privacy rights, the Department enforces its own Personnel 
Files Policy, stating that the Department collects only necessary information employees 
and safeguards that information from improper disclosure. 
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b. State law and applicable rules of any state agency regarding purchasing goals and 
programs for historically underutilized businesses. 


The Department of Economic Development follows all purchasing requirements as 
outlined in the Missouri Revised Statutes, the Missouri Code of State Regulations and 
Executive Order 10-24. 


9. The extent to which changes are necessary in the enabling statutes of the program so that the 
agency can adequately comply with the criteria established in this section. 


The Department is currently able to adequately comply with the criteria established in this section. 


10. The extent to which the agency issues and enforces rules relating to potential conflicts of 
interest of its employees. 


The Department enforces the conflict of interest and lobbying regulations set forth in Sections 105.450 
through 105.498, RSMo, as well as Executive Order 17-02, with respect to its employees. Additionally, 
the Department enforces its own Nepotism Policy, which prevents potential conflicts of interest stemming 
from favoritism. 


11. The extent to which the agency complies with chapter 610 and follows records management 
practices that enable the agency to respond efficiently to requests for public information. 


The Department retains all records according to the Agency Records disposition Schedule provided 
by the Missouri Secretary of State and its own agency-specific records retention schedules, available 
to employees through the DED Intranet. Additionally, the Department maintains its own Sunshine Law 
Policy, to guide responses to requests for records. 


12. The effect of federal intervention or loss of federal funds if the program is sunset. 


There will be no loss of federal funds if the program is sunset.

have publicly announced their intention to file for bankruptcy, unless certain requirements are met.

Statewide Works (10 new jobs , 90% of county average wage) provides benefits of retention 
of withholdings or a combination of retention of withholdings and tax credits for up 9% of payroll on the new jobs . Mega Works 120 and 140 (100 new jobs , 120% and 140% of county average wage 
respectively) provide benefits of a combination retention of withholdings and tax credits totaling from 6 to 7% respectively to up to 9% of payroll of the new jobs.
